’ WASHINGTON, Oct. 9—United 
States Attorney Howard L. Doyle 
of Springfield, Ill, admitted to- 
day, with a red face, that he 
“overlooked” reporting $5000 out- 
side income in his 1945 tax re- 
turn. 

The money was in the form of 
# check from American Distilling 
Co. of New York. The Post- 
Dispatch disclosed last April 13 
that Doyle was employed as an 
attorney by the distilling firm. 

Testifying before a House Judi- 
clary subcommittee, which seeks 
to learn whether his private law 
practice conflicted with the inter- 
ests of the, Government, Doyle 
disclosed he filed an amended tax 
return only last week and paid 
the tax on the $5000. 

This was after he learned the 
committee was investigating his 
finances and after he was told by 
an American Distilling Co. attor- 
ney that the House committee had 
subpenaed the firm’s canceled 
checks. 

Kept No Records. 

Squirming with di¢comfort, 
Doyle testified he kept no records 
of personal income or expenses 
over the last 10 years. 

“Do you mean to say,” inquired 
Representative Kenneth B. Keat- 
ing (Rep.), New York, “that you 
never kept any record 6n your 


income and expenses?” | 
“IT just kept memoranda and | 


then destroyed them,” Doyle re-. 
plied. ° | 

“Didn’t you have any papers | 
that refreshed your recollection?” | 
Keating asked. 

“I kept them in my pockets or 
desk for a while and then de- 
stroyed them,” the uncomfortable 
witness, answered. 

Keating pursued: “Don’t you 
know that under the law you are | 
required to keep records of your | 
income ahd expenses? You had 
an income from outside activities | 
that a great many attorneys would | 
envy. Doesn’t the law require | 
you to keep records?” 

Nodding, Doyle agreed: “I think 
that’s in the law.” 

Just before the committee ad- 
journed, subject to call by Chair- 
man Frank L. Chelf (Dem.) Ken- 
tucky, Keating asked: 

“Would you agree with me that 
the matter of your income tax 
returns, which this committee is 
not in position to assess one way 
or the other, should be referred 
by this committee to the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Internal 
Revenue Bureau?” 

“Yes, sir,” Doyle answered. 

“Do you agree the matter 
should be referred?” Keating re- 
peated. 

“Sure I do,” Doyle answered. 

The committee announced the 
tax returns would be referred to 
the Justice Department and In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau. 

Got $49,500 in Fees. ~ 

Robert A. Collier, chief counsel 
for the subcommittee, reviewing 
Doyle's income, obtained an 
acknowledgement from the Unit- 
ed States attorney that he re- 
ceived a total of $49,500 in fees 
from American Distilling Co. 
from 1941 through December 
<= in one year,” Collier con- 
tinued, “you got $12,500, didn’t

“Yes,” Doyle replied, “I made 
a@ mistake in my return that year 
and overlooked one check paid to 
me for $5000. I found out about 
it only last week.”

Older Subjects Have Fine 
Time Too, as ‘Story of 
St. ‘Louis’ Unfolds on 


Streets.

The Veiled; Prophet, his Queen 
and his courtiers, led a glittering 
train of make-believe through St. 
Louis streets last night, a proces- 
sion that left the colorful, magic 
of a parade tinted on countless 
faces of his tiny subjects. 


The older subjects, thousands of 
them, had a fine time too, as His 
Mysterious Majesty headed his 
sixty-ninth annual parade through 
the city and around the corner 
into history. 


History—“The Story of St. 
Louis’”—was the theme of the 
caravan which transformed pro- 
saic thoroughfares into a succes- 
sion of sparkling floats, laden 
with ‘mummers and depicting 
— in the development of this 
city. 

It was history in such. delight- 
ful doses, however, that the chil- 
dren didn’t mind a bit. There 
were. pony express riders, In- 
dians, covered wagons, fur trap- 
pers and Daniel Boone, steam- 
19% and a loud-spoken locomo- 


tive. 
Weather Brisk, Pleasant. 


The weather was brisk but 
pleasant. Temperatures were in 
the 50s and overcoats were scarce 
as frowns along the 6.21-mile’ pa 
rade route. Along the entire dis- 
tance, teen-agers and adults alike 
sat, hung, crouched, perched, 
teetered and otherwise remained 
aloft on various gravity-defying 
vantage points. 

Spectators along the new and 
shorter route were everywhere, 
up to and including window 
ledges of the Old Post Office, 
where sleepy pigeons fluttered 
distractedly, upset by the sudden 
onslaught of biped company on 
their resting places. 

The human-fly seats were left 
to the big folks, however; the chil- 
dren had the front row seats, and 
a spokesman for the Monarch said 
the percentage of children in the 
crowd this year was higher than 
ever before. 

“The old folks are watching it 
on television,” he theorized. “The 
kids want to see it down close.” 

Many of the spectators gathered 
early, and streets littered with 
sandwich and candy wrappers tes- 
tified to their patience. At Ran- 
ken and Laclede avenues, near 
the Prophet’s Den, one elderly 
woman seated on a curbstone 
munched calmly on a pear pro- 
duced from a large lunch box. 

Parade Starts on Time. 

The parade started at 7 p.m., 
exactly on schedule. 

Directly behind the float of the 
gold-helmeted Monarch, flanked 
by four masked members of his 
court and drawn by spirited 
steeds, came the blossom-be- 
decked vehicle of the Queen of 
Love and Beauty and her Maids 
of Honor.

Truman 
favored Taylor in the primary and 
said so. 

Symington, his wife, Mrs. Eve 
Symington, and their guitar-play- 
ing son, James, boarded the train 
at St. Joseph yesterday afternoon. 
They did so after the President 
telephoned Symington asking 
them to come. 

The Symingtons spent more 
than an hour with the President 
in his private car, dropping off at 


‘Kansas City so that Symington 


could go to Nevada for a Demo- 
cratic rally there, 


Symington told the Post-Dis-' 
patch they talked about “things | 


generally,” but the President was 
more specific in his platform 
talks. 

Truman Praises Symington. 

At St. Joseph, he told his track- 
side audience of about 8000 that 
“of course you are going to send 
Stuart Symington to the Senate.” 

At Sedalia, he told 8000 of his 
admirers that “I have known 
Stuart Symington for years and 
years. I think very highly of 
him and I know he will make a 
good Senator.” 

In Jefferson City, where 2500 
persons greeted him, the Presi- 
dent said of Symington: “He did 
a good job for me in Washington, 
He will make you a good Sena- 
tor.” 

He also asked for the. election 
of Phil M. Donnelly as Governor, 
specifically, and of all Democrats, 
without exception, by urging his 
listeners to go into the’ polling 
places on Nov. 4 and “place an X 
at the top of the Democratic col- 
umn” and “vote it straight.” 

Registers at Independence. 

The President, on his arrival in 
Kansas City, took time out from 
belaboring the Republicans to be 
driven to Independence, his Jack- 
rson county hqme town, to register 
so that he may vote in the No- 
vember > The _ election 
board office in the courthouse at 
Independence was held open un- 
til Truman and his daughter, Mar- 
garet, arrived. 

He* gave his Independence ad- 
dress to the election clerks and 
told them he had been a resident 
of the county for 64 years. Mar- 
garet, who was born in Inde- 
pendence, gave her lengtH resi- 
dence there as 28 years. The 
President was not asked fbr his 
political affiliation. 

At 7 pm. he and Margaret 
boarded the whistle stop special 
at Independence to continue their 
trip across the state to St. Louis. 

In his three Missouri talks the 
President whacked away at the 
Republicans with obvious relish. 
Among friends, and knowing it, 
he bristled with self-confidence 
and grinned appreciatively at the 
cheers he drew. He treated the 
entire Republican party alike but 
saved some special attention for 
his erstwhile friend, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, for his Jefferson 
City appearance. 

Hits Ike’s Stand on School Aid. 

With an overhead light shining 
on his sleek, white hair, the Pres- 
ident declared there that the Re- 
publican party, in opposing fed- 
eral aid to education, had taken 
its stand “on the side of ignor- 
ance,” which, he said, was “free- 
dom’s worst enemy.”

Locally, the address will be tele- 
vised by Post-Dispatch Station 
KSD-TV and broadcast by Radio 
Station KMOX. 

The Democratic presidential 
nominee, accompanied by Wilson 
Wyatt, his campaign manager, and 
members of his staff, were sched- 
uled to arrive at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field at 3:50 p.m. by plane 
from Kansas City. Two other 
planes will carry 75 newspaper 
correspondents assigned to cover 
Stevenson’s campaign trip. 


A large reception committee of 
Missouri apd Illinois Democrats 
and labor leaders was to meet 
Stevenson at the airport. Included 
among members of the commit- 
tee are Gov. Forrest Smith, Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst, United States 
Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr., 
Stuart Symington, Democratic 
nominee for the other Missouri 
United States Senate seat, and 
John J. Dwyer, chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee. 


An automobile procession was to 
form at the airport to follow the 
Illinosi Governer on a speedy, 
late afternoon whistle-stop motor 
visit to five East Side communi- 
ties. Stevenson was to make brief 
talks at each point.

Repeats ‘Blundering’ Charge. 


In last night’s speech the Re- 
publican nominee again accused 
the Truman Administration of 
blundering into the Korean war. 

He “called history to the wit- 
ness stand” in attempting to an- 
swer “false” statements by Presi- 
dent Truman, Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson, and his Demo- 
cratic opponent, Gov. Adlai E, 
Stevenson, to the effect that the 
general himself in 1947 had ad- 
vised withdrawal of American oc- 
cupation forces from Korea on 
the ground that South Korea was 
of no great strategic importance 
to the United States. | 

The general conceded that, as 
chief of staff of the Army, he 
had participated in the “secret 
military appraisal” made by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff on the stra- 
tegic importance of Korea in the 
event of a general war. 


But he said he had no idea 
that this secret appraisal for war 
conditions would be translated 
by Secretary Acheson three years 
later into a “peacetime political 
decision.” 


* Secondly, he said, “I failed to 
anticipate that the Secretary of 
State would make public this po- 
litical decision to a potential en- 
emy.. (Secretary Acheson revealed 
in a speech at the National Press 
Club early in 1950 that the na- 
tional “defense perimeter” did 
not include Korea or Formosa.) 


On Its Own Initiative. 


Finally, said the general, with 
considerable heat, “I certainly 
failed to foresee that five years 
later this military assessment of a 
possible war situation would be 
used by a desperate administra- 
tion as an excuse for the political 
decision which it took, in exer- 
cise of its civilian responsibilities, 
entirely on its own initiative. 
“Yes,” he added, “I failed to 
foresee that there would be such 
a lack of courage and candor in 
high office.” 

Then Gen. Eisenhower turned 
to his latest exchange with Presi-

The Soviets declared Kennan 
persona non grata last Friday be- 
cause of critical comments on life 
in Russia which the Ambassador 
made to correspondents in Berlin 
on Sept. 19. 

Kennan’s comments were “accu- 
rate” and “moderate” and “the 
United States Government cannot 
accept the charges made by the 
Soviet Government as constituting 
valid reasons for acceding to the 
request for the recall of Ambas- 
sador Kennan,” the United States 
declared in a note delivered at 
~ Soviet Foreign Office yester- 


y. 
Acheson Opposes Break. 


At the same time, Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson made it clear 
the United States has no present 
plans for breaking off diplomatic 
relations with Russia, or for re- 
questing the recall of Soviet Am- 
bassador Georgi N. Zarubin, sole- 
ly because of the Kremlin's ac- 
tion against Kennan. 

Acheson told Senator Knowland 
(Rep.), California, who had called 
for such action, that “the break- 
ing off of diplomatic relations 
would be a step of the utmost ser- 
iousness, with world-wide conse- 
quences,” and that “many fac- 
tors other than those you cited in 
your telegram would have to be 
carefully considered in connec- 
tion with a decision of this kind.” 

“I am sure you will agree that 
the United States’s national inter- 
est and the interest of those who 
look- to us for wise and calm

Two Public Service Co. busses 
were damaged extensively and a 
young passeNger was injured in a 
near-riot by youths leaving a high 


school football game at Public 
Schools Stadium last night. Sev- 
eral other busses stopping to 
pick up passengers at the sta- 
dium received minor damage. 
Stanley Dostal, 13 years old, 
who boarded one of the busses 
with his mother, Mrs. Veronica 
Dostal, previous to the stop at 
the stadium, was shoved to the 
floor under several larger boys 
during the disturbance. He was 
treated for bruises at City Hos- 
pital and taken to his home, 
2711A Gravois avenue. 

Holes were kicked in the ceil- 
ings of the busses by youths 
swinging on the handrails, win- 
dows were broken, seats torn and 
advertising cards were carried 
away. 


Clifford Kuntzmann., Soldier of 
the bus on which Mrs. Dostal and 


her son were passengers, said 
youths boarding his bys rushed 
toward the rear, shoving and 
shouting. There were pile-ups of | 
youths on the floors and the seats.

BONN BLOCKS PLAN 
OF ALLIES TO BUY 
KRUPP’S HOLDINGS 


BONN, Oct. 9 (AP)—The West 
German government has' tempor- 
arily blocked an Allied plan to 
break up the vast Krupp industri- 
al empire and pay compensation 
to Alfried Krupp, official sources 
disclosed today. 


The plan was worked out by. 
economic experts of the three oc- 
cupied powers in consultation 
with Krupp and submitted to the 
Bonn government for its approval. 
Under the plan, Krupp would 
give up his coal and steel holdings 
in return for an estimated $7,- 
600,000 in compensation. He would 
retain his other private holdings. 


Official sources said West Ger- 
man government officials have 
objected to a number of points 
in the Allied plan. They said 
one of these is a pledge by Krupp 
that he will not re-enter the steel- 
making business. The sources de- 
clined to elaborate further on the 
German objections. 


The said Allied and German 
authorities have met several times 
in an effort to iron out the Ger- 
man objections, but that no final 
agreement has been reached. The 
objections to the plan from the 
Germans were unexpected, the 
sources said.

First Missouri District Offic- 
ers to Accept Indefinite 
Appointments.

Thirteen Army Reserve offi- 
cers, the first group in the Mis- 
souri Military District to accept 
indefinite appointments in the 
Reserve .under provisions of the 
Armed Forces Reserveg Act of 
1952, were sworn in today by 
Col. William D. Paschall, chief 
of the district, in ceremonies at 
district headquarters, Twelfth 
and Spruce streets. There are 
about 7000 Reserve officers in 
this area. 

Under provisions of the new 
act, reserve officers must accept 
indefinite appointments or be 
severed from the Army Reserve.

My statement was made before 
the Kremlin tipped its hand. But 
now listen to the man who is 
decrying this 1945 position of 
mine. In 1948, three years later, 
and after repeated instances of 
Soviet duplicity, the same never- 
wrong man said, “I like old Uncle 
Joe Stalin. Joe is a decent fel- 
low.” 

I hope you will bear with me 
for having called history to the 
witness stand. It’s probably not 
very important that these charges 
against me are false. But it is 
important for the people to decide 
whether they want to continue 
in power an Administration that 
will make such charges to cover 
its own tragic mistakes.

$20,000,000 a year. Lewis asserted 
that insurance companies had sub- 
mitted bids which, when exam- 
ined, showed the union could ad- 
minister the death benefit fund 
for $8,000,000 a year cheaper and 
the pension fund for $12,000,000 
a year cheaper. 

Assails Universal Insurance. 

Turning to the insurance prob- 
lem, Lewis said that queries had 
been received as to the feasipil- 
ity of universal insurance for the 
miners. i 

“You can do that,” Lewis said, 
“if we can raise the money and 
give more out of your pay to the 
organizataion, but when you do 

ou sound the death knell of this 
ealth and welfare fund in the 
mining industry at the cost of 
production. 

“You can’t have your cake and 
eat it. You either decide to take 
such welfare as we can get with- 
out cost to the mine workers or 
you decide to impoverish your- 
selves by paying the premium 
rates to the great insurance com- 
panies of this country, so they 
can spend from 35 to 40 per cent 
of your money for administrative 
costs, high salaries, and the em- 
ployment of a horde of lawyers 
and investigators and detectives 
to try to prove that you are not 
entitled to a benefit under your 
insurance policy.” 

Calls Fund “The Greatest.” 

Lewis, who described the UMW 
fund as “the greatest in its serv- 
ice to humanity” of any welfare 
fund, advised the delegates not to 
establish local insurance plans “if 
you want to retain this welfare 
plan like it is—at a cost of pro- 
duction in the industry.” 

“You demonstrate that you are 
able to provide your own insur- 
ance,” Lewis said, “and the coal 
operators of this country will help 
you to demonstrate that you don’t 
need to pay 40 cents a ton into 
this welfare plan. Take it or 
leave it.” 

Lewis, who spoke at the end 
of a session primarily devoted to 
the formality of approving sec- 
tions of the union report of the 
union’s officers, urged the dele- 
gates to keep a sense of propor- 
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tion in their demands for more 
welfare benefits. 

“Retain your sense of propor- 
tion,” Lewis admouished, “a child 
must creep before he can learn 
to walk and he must walk before 
he can run. And so it is in life 
so it is in these things. 

“We do what we can and we 
will do it with all the sincerity 
and vigor and energy which we 
possess.” 

Lewis Attacks Taft Again. 

Lewis criticized Senator Robert

When the Japanese offer to 
surrender was made on Aug. 10, 
1945, it was necessary to arrange 
at once for the surrender of the 
Japanese troops all over the Pa- 
cific. The next day the Secretary 
of War submitted to the 
tary of State a draft of General 
Order No. 1. By it Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, as supreme cOMmman- 
der of the Allied powers, was to 
require the Japanese government 
to issue instructions to all the 
Japanese commanders to surren- | 
der to the various Allied com- 
manders as indicated in Para- 
graph 1. In Korea Paragraph 1 
provided that the Japanese forces 
north of the thirty-eighth parallel 
were to surrender to the Soviet 
commander while those south 
were to surrender to the Ameri- 
can commander.

Draft A 

The draft of the order was dis- 
cussed by the State-War-Navy Co- 
ordinating committee Aug. 11 and 
12. It was then reviewed by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and on Aug. 
14 was approved by the State- 
War-Navy Co-ofdinating commit- 
tee and submitted to the Presi- 
dent for approval. 

Following approval by the Pres- 
ident, it was telegraphed, on Aug. 
15, to Gen. MacArthur and Maj. 
Gen. John R. Deane, chief of the 
United States military mission in 
Moscow. The contents were sép- 
arately communicated to Stalin 
and to the British government. 
The order was issued by Gen. 
MacArthur Sept. 2. 

At the time this order was un- 
der consideration the Soviet forces 
were already well into Man- 
churia and other Soviet forces 
were in the maritime provinces 
near the Korean border. The Rus- 
sians entered Korea Aug. 12. 

The nearest American troops 
available to go to Korea were the 
_ Twenty-fourth Corps in the Phil- 
ippines, more than 1500 miles 
distant, although Maj. Gen. John 
R. Hodge. with a small headquar- 
ters was in Okinawa. Military es- 
timates at that time showed that 
the Russians could reach the 
southern tip of Korea before 
United States forces could be 
brought into the picture. 

U.S. Troops Sent from Leyte. 

Since we could not get there 
before the Russians the decision 
was made to get an agreement 
with them to establish the north- 
ern-most boundary possible north 
of the capital, Seoul, and midway 
between Seoul and Pyongyang, 
the only other large city in Ko- 
rea.

Gen. Hodge, in the fall of 1945, 
began negotiations with the So- 


‘|viet commander to eliminate the 


artificial boundary of ‘the thirty- 
eighth parallel ahd to bring about, 
unity in the economy and govern- 
ment of the country. These efforts 
were of no avail and the United 
States took up the problem of 
Korea at the Council of Foreign 
Ministers in December 1945. 
The Soviet-American commis- 
sion in Korea (established by the 
Moscow conference) was unable 
to carry out its instructions to 
establish a provisional government 
as the first step in creating an 
independent Korea. The discus- 
sidns continued for nearly two 
years with all action blocked by 
Soviet tactics. The United States 
then took the Korean problem 
to the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, which was. no 
more successful in its efforts than 
the United States had been in 
direct dealing with the Russians. 
It is apparent that gaining the 
thirty-eighth parallel as a boun- 
dary and keeping the Russians 
north of it was one of the few 
occasions when we got the better 
of the Russians. They probably 
did not realize how long it would 
take our troops to arrive. Had 
they known more about our prob-

~The French Unien forces have 
taken more than 200,000 captives 
from the Communist-led Viet- 
minh in the six-year war in Indo- 
china, but most of them 3 are now 
free. 

A check disclosed there are 
now only 63,115 Vietminh pris- 
oners in concentration camps 
scattered in north, central and 
south Vietnam and in Cambodia 
and Laos. 

Of these, 7899 are listed as reg- 
ular prisoners of war—men taken 
in combat with the French troops. 
A total of 55,216 are numbered as 
“internees.” 

Since Moscow-trained Ho Chi 
Minh started his rebellion on 
Dec. 19, 1946, the French, from 


time to time, have released hun-. 


dreds or thousands of impris- 
oned Vietminh. 

Tens of thousands seized in 
Vietminh zones of fighting as sus- 
pected of or actively aiding or 
carrying arms for the Vietminh, 
have been, and are being sep- 
arated, from the “die-hard” regu- 
lar Vietminh soldiers.

In the introduction to his annual report to the General Assém- 
bly, which opens Oct. 14, Lie said that in the last year, the world 
situation “has not changed in any fundamental way for the better.” 


“So long as the United Nations 
functions and exists,” he said, “we 
can keep alive the hope and con- 
tinue the effort for peaceful ad- 
justments, for workable bases of 
co-existence and even, ultimately, 
‘for the reconciliation of what to- 
moe may appear to be irreconcil- 
able.” 

Wants mak Burden Shared. 

Lie called for a “more equit- 
able sharing of the burdens of the 
Korean war. He also asked con- 
tinuation of the fight to throw 
back the Communist aggressors. 

“The military action in Korea 

bas been undertaken and 
fought by the U.N, only to throw 
back the aggressors, to bring the 
aggression to an end, and to re- 
store peace and security,” he said. 

“Until there is an armistice, it 
is the part of wisdom and of duty 
under the charter for members to 
carry on the fight for the attain- 
ment of these objectives and to 
do so with a more equitable shar- 
ing of the burdens. 

“The U.N. has sought and 
should continue to seek in all 
ways to reach @ reasonable and 
fair armistice agreement without 
sacrifice of moral principle.

A Scholar’s Judgment of Nixon 
- Some Post-Dispatch readers thought we judged 
Senator Nixon too harshly when, the day after 
his sensational television appearance, we re- 


jected the defense of his expense fund as inade- . 


quate. 

Now that. some of the heat has died down, 
we trust that these critics will consider the mat- 
ter more calmly, and in doing so will give atten- 
tion. to an unusual statement issued by 23 
distinguished members of the Columbia Univer- 
sity faculty. 

Among the scholars at Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er’s university who signed the statement were 
Allan Nevins, Henry Steele Commager, Richard 
B. Morris, Dumas Malone and five other his- 
torians; Mark Van Doren and Lionel Trilling, 
professors of English; Irwin Edman, professor 
of philosophy, and others whose judgment com- 
mands respect. , 

What is their judgment on the Nixon case? 
It is that Senator Nixon’s political expense fund 


»has set a “vicious example” and that his sup- 


porters should reprove him for a rash act rather 
than treat him as a martyr. It is that he was 
“less than candid” in claiming that he had re- 
lieved the taxpayers of expenses when he used 
up every dollar of expense money which the tax- 
payers made available to him. It is that though 
the fund may not have put money into his 
personal pocket, it prevented money from pass- 
ing out of his pocket. 

And finally the judgment is that elementary 
rules of public morals should prevent a public 
official from accepting gifts, contributions or 
extra compensation from known donors even 
though he may claim that such contributions 
have not influenced his official action. The 
Columbia scholars find that there were essential 
differences between the Nixon fund and the 
Stevenson fund. While they do not defend the 
Stevenson fund, they hold that its existence does 
not condone or justify the Nixon fund. 

So much cant has been uttered about political 
morality in this campaign that the Columbia 
scholars have performed a useful service in re- 
minding the country of what the simple rules 
of political morality really are.

What he meant was that Har- 
vard depended primarily on rush- 
ing strength (328 yards worth) to 
overpower the Springfield team 
and showed very little passing 
efficiency. A week later, against 
much tougher Columbia, Harvard 
didn’t have an opportunity to 
show as much, for Columbia ran 
up 254 yards on the ground, com- 
pared to 53 for the Crimson. 
“Columbia dominated the game 
so much that it was surprising 
the (16-7) score was not greater,” 
one account reported.

wicks. Even building officials in 
charge of building departments 
are in a quandary.” 
Deploeres Special Favors. 

Urging support .of the move- 
ment for code unification under- 
taken by the- Building Officials |: 
Conference, Wolff declared: 

“The old custom of currying 
special favors and exerting undue 
'influence to promote nefarious 
| ends /should have no place in our
